Russian Counter Attack. 
The Russian counter blow on the 
massed assaults of General Von Hin- 
denburg's men is to British, observ- 
ers the most interesting development 
of the struggle in the east. It over- 
shadows for the moment tho opera- 
tions of the Russians In East Prussia 
and is taken in some quarters to indi- 
cate that they have ceased playing 
the role of merely holding; their lines 
to the west of Warsaw and are deter- 
mined in an effort to expel the invad- 
ers.

Reports Victories. 
Petrograd, Feb. G.—The latest re- 
ports from the front in Russian Po- 
land bringe some brief details of the 
important Russian victory on the 
Bzura river. While the Germans with 
three-quarters of their forces alone 
the Bzura continued to hammer at the 
Russian line, the Russians seized this 
opportunity 
to throw their 
forces 
across the Bzura at Kamlon, near the' 
junction of the Bzura with the Vis- 
tula, and captured the German forti- 
fied po-sitions at this place. At the 
same time they drove the Germans 
.across the Bzura at Daukhova. 
At Karuion the Russians captured 
a quantity of steel bullet-proof shields 
which 
they immediately utilized in 
the succeeding fighting. They also 
took a number of quick firing guns 
from the enemy, and in this district 
and also on tho upper Rawka river 
they were successful in capturtnz a 
good many German outposts 
Hot Fight at Boljimow. 
Near Boljimow the Germans were 
unrelenting in their attacks and the 
Russians countered with, equal feroc- 
ity. 
The German forces repeatedly- 
made use of armored motor cars on 
which machine guns and quick-firers 
had been mounted. A hail of shrap- 
nel from the Russian line, however 
forced them to retire.

He told of one widow woman with

Hope' lingers in the heart long after 


faith has been exhausted. 
The girl 


who stands at the altar, and plights 
her faith to-the young man who is to 
be her life companion, is not worried' 
over the fact that he has been a little 
reckless, and no amount of warning 
has been able to convince her that 
she can not reform him. 


The months and years go by, and 


faith becomes a travesty. When her 
confidence has been betrayed so often 
that there is nothing" more to build 
on, yet hope does not desert her, and 
she continues to pray that in some 
mysterious way the man that she still 
loves may be redeeme'd. 


These are the heroic women, found 


in every community, who seldom ex- 
ploit their troubles, and yet whose 
grievances are just as real as the sor- 
row which comes to the women who

When it is centered in the individual 
it often develops self-confidence and 
egotism. The man who knows it all 
is a victim of too much faith in him- 
self, and his career is usually short- 
lived. 


Faith in huhmanity is a good thing 


to possess, but too much of it causes 
fake schemes to thrive, and makes a 
ready market for gold bricks of every 
description. 


Hope is like an anchor. It holds us 


steady after faith and charity are ex- 
hausted. The light in the window to 
cheer the mariner who might not have 
been lost in the storm, so long ago, 
or to welcome the prodigal who wan- 
dered so far away, is the expression 
of hope, and when it is realized, no 
cup of joy is more complete.

Seed Carried by Blrdi. 


The way in which feathers and oth- 


er foreign matter will adhere to and 
accumulate around the seat of injuries 
to the feet of birds is well known. 
The most famous is that quoted years 
ago by Darwin. 


This was that of a red-legged part- 


tridge, which was found to have a 
ball of earth measuring seven and 
three-quarters inches in circumference, 
and weighing six and three-quarters 
ounces around one of its feet. After 
softening the earth a number of seeds 
were removed therefrom and sowed. 
No fewer than 82 plants came up, rep^ 
resenting at least five species. This 
experiment demonstrated one of the 
many ways in which birds may dis- 
perse seeds.

If, however, you wish to keep 
it for another year it would be well 
to try disking it as soon as the ground 
can be worked this spring, or after 
the first crop is cut.

necessary to successful alfalfa grow- 
ing. 
Use a spring tooth harrow or 
disk. It a disk is used set the disks 
rather straight, but in any event see 
to it that the land is well due up the 
crowns of the alfalfa plants split., 
and the grass and weeds destroyed. 
Do this thoroughly. It will not injure 
the alfalfa. 
It will help its growth. 


When the alfalfa is three years old 
the disk may be weighted and made 
to penetrate the soil at least two 
inches, and this should be followed bv 
a smoothing harrow to level the land 
again. Many who are unfamiliar with 
this treatment are sure to think it will 
ruin the crop, but it will not. It stirs 
and loosens tho 
ground, 
leaving it 
more porus, and its influence in con- 
trolling weeds and insects is hard to 
estimate."
